Two Columns of British Troops 
i Facing the Euemy Massed on 
Kharappa Heights. 



Ian of Campaign Being Success- 
fully Worked Out-Additional 
Casualties. 



I Simla, Oct. 22. — Despatches received 
to-day from Kharnppa announce that 
the plan of campaign against the insur- 
gents has been bo far [successfully car- 
ried out that a junction has been effect- 
ed near Kharappa, between the British 
forces under General Sir Yeatman- 
Biggs and General Sir William Lock- 
hart. After the storming and capture 
of Dargai ridge, on the Samana range, 
by the troops of General Riggs, on 
Wednesday afternoon, the plan was for 
the latter to push on so as to hold the 
frontal hills, and then continue 
his advance to Kharappa, where 
he was to join forces with the column 
under Sir William Lockhart. Thie has 
been done, and the two columns are now 
camped about two miles from Kharappa. 
The British troops met with only slight 
resistance, but the enemy are massed on 
the hills around Kharappa, and de- 
sultory firing is proceeding. 

Capt. Arnold, of the Dorsetshire Regi- 
ment, Lieut. Dingwall, of the Gordon 
Highlanders, and Lieut. White, of the 
Sikhs, are among the Britibh otlicera 
severely wounded in addition to those 
previously cabled. 

A WARNING FROM SPAIN. 

The United States Must Not Countenance 
Any Further Filibustering Ex- 
peditions. 

London*, Oct. £2. — The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail says that 
Senor de Lome, Spanish minister to 
Washington, has been instructed to 
notify the American government that 
henceforth filibustering expeditions will 
be regarded as breaches of international 
law. Such, at any rate, is the substance 
of his instructions, though it iB just pos- 
sible that the form in which they will 
be carried into effect may modify their 
import. 

Madrid, Oct. 22.— The Imparcial de- 
clares that Spain cannot remain silent 
in the face of America's persistent injus- 
tice. The government must not forget 
the national honor, and ought to pay 
more attention to the moral than to the 
material interests. A memorandum 
should be sent to the powers, comparing 
the attitude of Spain and of the United 
States. It would have a great moral 
effect, unless notions of the justice and 
right of nations no longer exist. 

ABYSSINIAN WARFARE. 

Four Somn'l Tribes Wiped Out rod Their 
Stock Appropriated. 

Cairo, Oct. 22. — News just received 
iere from Somaliland Ehowa that the 
Abyeinians are devastating that country. 

hey have already dispersed or wiped 
out four of the great Somali tribes, stolen 
all the live stock, and committed horri- 
ble atrocities. All prisoners taken by 
the Abysinians are mutilated. The area 
laid waste extends from the banks of the 
Uebi to the source of the Jubate. 



INCREASING BUSINESS. 

Rapid Growth of the Export Trade— Customs 
Collections Swelling. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Oct. 22.— -The trade returnB 
for September, which will appear in the 
Canada Gazette to-morrow, show ex- 
ports valued at $10,590,088, being an in- 
crease of $3,984,042. The increase is a 
general one, consisting of products of the 
mines, lumber, agricultural products 
and animals and their produce. The 
imports for the month were valued at 
$12,057,914, an increase of $727,020. The 
revenue increased $99,874. TheincreaBe 
in exports for the quarter over last year 
amounts to a total of $9,264,914. The 
imports, however, are practically station- 
ary. The duty collected for the quarter 
shows an increase of $83,000.

Princeton, N.J., Oct. 23.— The 151st 
birthday of Princeton University was 
celebrated here to-day. More than usual 
interest was manifested this year in the 
commemoration 011 account of the pres- 
ence of Grover Cleveland and Lord 
Aberdeen, governor-general of Canada, 
The academical procession of trustees 
and undergraduates formed at Marquand 
chapel at 7 a.m. and marched to Alex- 
ander hall in a body, led bv Grover 
Cleveland, Lord Aberdeen and President 
Patton. 

The exercises were opened by Dean 
Murray with prayer, then Grover Cleve- 
land read an addreBS. At the conclusion 
of the ex-President's speech the degree 
of Doctor of Laws was conferred upon 
Lord Aberdeen, who then addressed the 
iiBeemblage.

INDIA THANKS CANADA. 

Contributions to the Famine Relief Fund 
Gratefully Acknowledged. 

Ottawa, Oct. 22. — Mr. Courtney, de- 
puty minister of finance, has received a 
letter dated Calcutta, 17th September, 
from Sir Francis Maclean, chief justice 
of Bengal, in reference to Canada's con- 
tribution to the Indian famine fund, of 
which Mr. Courtney was the honorary 
treasurer. After thanking all parties 
in Canada for assisting the sufferers in 
India, the letter proceeds to say that 
outside the United Kingdom and India 
itself, Canada waB the largest contribu- 
tor. The letter concludes as follows; 
" I can only repeat that the remarkable 
sympathy shown by all classes in Can- 
ada towards India in her need ib, apart 
from the very substantial aid afforded, 
most gratifying to the people of this 
country, whether European or natives. 
It has, I doubt not, assisted in knitting 
more firmly the bonds which unite the 
various people of her Majesty's vaBt 
Empire, and has certainly afforded to 
the different races of India another proof 
of the interest aud regard entertained 
for their welfare by Her Majesty's sub. 
jects throughout the world," 

AN INSOLVENCY LAW. 

London Traders Petition Mr. Fielding for 
Such Canadian Legislation. 

Toronto, Oct. 22. — The following is a 
special cable to the Evening Telegram, 
dated London, October 22; "A deputa- 
tion representative of the leading firms 
in the export trade to Canada met Hon. 
W. S. Fielding, Dominion finance min- 
ister, at the high commissioner's office 
to-day, with reference to the insolvency 
lawB of Canada. 

" Mr. Still, managing director of Euro- 
pean Exporters' Assoctati' n, introduced 
the deputation. Lord Strathcona and 
Hon. Mr. Dobell were presentduring the 
meeting, which was private. Mr. Field- 
ing, it was learned, promised the gentle- 
men that their representations would ro- 
ceive every consideration, and that he 
would lay the whole mattar before his 
colleagues in the cabinet upon Ma retr~n 
to Ottawa."

RUSH TO COBBER RIVER. 

Gold Hunters Now Heading That Way From 
San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Oct. 21,— The Klon- 
dyke fever has spread to Copper river, 
and before the winter is over ship own- 
ers predict that thore will be almost as 
great a rush to the Cook Inlet country as 
there is to the Yukon gold fields. About 
a score of leaderB of expeditions to the 
Copper river aro on the waterfront al- 
most daily, hunting for vessels to carry 
them and their crowds to the fabled 
country. 

Three vessels are now on the way to 
the new gold fields. They arn the steam- 
ship Alice Blanchard, which left San 
Pedro on Tuesday with a crowd of South- 
ern California prospectors, and the 
schooners Laninfa and W. S. Phelps. 
The steamer Navarre, which towed the 
stern-wheeler Thomas Dwyer to St. Ali- 
chael's a few weekB ago, is on the list to 
sail (or the Copper river on December lj 
and other vessels are being prepared for 
the northern trip. 

THE UNION PACIFIC. 

R.issell Sage Likely to Take It Over Upon 
Satisfaction of the Govern- 
ment's Claim. 

New York, Oct. 22.-— The World to- 
day says : " Russell Sage created a sen- 
sation on Wall street late yesteaday by 
announcing that he had been invited by 
President McKinley to form a syndicate 
to take over the Union Pacific railway 
upon the basis of satisfying in full the 
government claim. Mr. Sage invited 
subscriptions on the plan to be hereafter 
brought out by him for this object. Tlie 
payment of the government's claim in 
full is understood to be the first condi- 
tion of this plan. Mr. Sago's represent- 
atives announced last night that he had 
received subscriptions of over $75,000,000 
within two hours of his announcement. 



READS LIKE A BLUFF. 

The Strikinc Engineers Suddenly Profess 
Belief That Victory Is at Hand. 

London, Oct. 22.— The executive com- 
mittee of the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers issued a statement to-day say- 
ing that the fight for eight hours' work 
per day, so far as Loudon iB concerned, 
is practically won, and that arbitration 
or conference on that subject cannot be 
entertained.

London, Oct. 22. — The correspondence 
in reeard to the bi-metallic proposals of 
the United States monetary commission 
was issued by the British foreign office 
this evening, and the following account 
of the negotiations is taken from it: 
At the conference held at the foreign 
office on July 12 the premier, the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury; the secretary of state 
for India, Lord Georgo Hamilton ; the 
chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach; the first lord of the trea- 
sury, Mr. A. J. Balfour; the United 
States ambassador, Col. John Hay; and 
the United States monetary commission- 
ers, Senator Edward O. Wolcott, of Colo- 
rado; ex-Vice-President Stevensan, of 
illinois; and Gen. CharleB Jackson 
Payne, of Massachusetts, were present. 

On the invitation of the Premier, 
Senator Wolcott explained that the ob- 
ject of the mission waa to ascertain, in 
advance of an international conference, 
f one should be called, the views of the 
government, and the envoys had deter- 
mined to ascertain the views of the 
French, British and German govern- 
ments on the question of reaching an in- 
ternational bimetallic agreement. They 
had been to France, where they arrived 
at a complete and satisfactory under- 
standing with the French government. 
Senator Wolcott then explained that the 
success of the mission depended upon 
the attitude Great Britain would take, 
and he requested Great Britain to agree 
to open tho English mints as its contri- 
bution to the attempt to restore Bilver, 

The Marquis of Salisbury asked if 
France was ready to open her mints to 
free coinage, and Senator Wolcot re- 
plied: "Yes." The Premier thereupon 
inquired at what ratio France would 
open her mints. Sonator Wolcott re- 
plied at 15j.J, adding that the American , 
envoys had" accepted this ratio. The 
Senator then presented the following 
list of contributions which among 
others he suggested Great Britain might 
make: 

First — The opening of Indian mints 
and the repeal of the order making the 
sovereign leeal tender in India. 

Second— Placing one-fifth of the bul- 
lion in the issue department of the 
Bank of England in silver. 

Third—Raising tho legal tender limit 
of silver to, say iHO and issuing 20 shil- 
ling notes based on silver, which Bhall 
be legal tender, and the retirement in 
graduation or otherwise of the 10-ahil- 
ling gold pieces and the substitution of 
paper based on silver. 

Fourth — An agreement to coin an- 
nually so much silver, the amount to be 
left opuu. 

Fifth — The opening of the English 
mints to the coinage of rupees and to- 
the coinage of BritiBh dollars, which 
shall be full tender in the Straits Settle- 
ments and other standard colonies and 
tender in the United Kingdom to the. 
limit of silver legal tender. 

Sixth— Colonial action and the coin- 
age of silver in Egypt. 

Seventh— Something having the gen- 
eral Beope of the Huskison plan. 

This meeting, it was understood by the 
parties, Bhould in the absence of the 
French ambassador, Baron de Courcel, 
bo regarded as inlormal, and a second 
conference was held on the 15th, at 
which the French ambassador and M. 
Geoffray, the councillor of the French 
embassy, were present. The French 
ambassador waB invited to declare the> 
position of tho French government, and 
lie said Franco waB refedy to reopen her 
mints to the coinage of silver, if the 
commercial nations adopted the same 
course, aud he advocated at great 
length the ratio of lo'J to 1. But he 
explained that France would not con- 
sider the reopening of the mints of In- 
dia alone as being sufficient guarantee 
to permit the French government to re- 
open the French mints to the free coin- 
age of silver. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach then an- 
nounced definitely that Great Britain 
would not agree to open the English 
mints to the unlimited coinage of silver, 
and that whatever views ho and liiB col- 
leagues might separately hold regarding 
bi metallism ho could say that they were 
united on thiB point. Baron de Courcel 
said as a personal suggestion that among 
other contributions bo thought Great 
Britain should open the Indian 
mints and aho agree to pur- 
chase annually £10,000,00 of silver 
for a series of years. Senator Wolcott 
accepted tho proposal that the British 
governmeut should make this purchase 
with proper safeguards and provisions as 
to tho place and manner of its use. 
Since this conference the British govern- 
ment have been considering the pro- 
posals, and finally made the reply hand- 
ed to the United States ambassador yes- 
torday. 

The reply of the government of India 
upon which Lord Salisbury based hiB 
decision is a long document, giving an 
emphatic negative to the proposal to re- 
open tho Indian mints, It says: "The 
first result of the suggested measures, if 
they were to succeed even temporarily 
in their object, would he an in- 
tense disturbance of Indian trade and 
industry. There would he a sudden 
riBe in exchange, which if the ratio of 
]/)},< to 1 were adopted would be to 
about 23 pence to tho rupee. Such a 
rise would be enough to kill our oxport 
for a time at least, unlesH the public 
Continued on payc Two.

Simla, Oct. 21. — Despatches from 
Kharappn say that it is impossible to 
praise too highly the couduotof tho Gor- 
don Highlanders at the ratorining of l>.ir- 
gai ridge. When Brigadior-Gonoral 
Keuipster realized that tlio British gnu 
fire, aided by the mountain battery from 
Fort Gnlistan, could not dislodge tho 
enemy, he went forward in person to 
move the Gordon Highlanders and tho 
Third Sikhs into the fighting lino for a 
systematic assault. 

Colonel Muthina, commanding the 
Gordon Highlanders, addressed hia men 
in this stirring appeal: "Men of the 
Gordon Highlanders: Our General 
Bays that the position must ba taken at 
all costH. The Gordon Highlanders will 
take it." 

The men gava a ringing cheer and 
when the advance Bounded they hound- 
ed after their leader, the officers at the 
head. 

When they came down the slopee after 
the successful charge they were spontano- 
oasly cheered by all the otherregicuents. 

The Gurkhas also behaved magnifi- 
cently throughout the engagement. 
Captain Robinson of the Gurkhas acted 
with great gallantry. He led his men 
across the fire zone to cover. Finding 
the force there insufficient he returned 
alone over the death trap. He was 
mortally wounded while leading the 
second rush to support the first con- 
tingent. 

Many acts of heroism by tho rank and 
file are reported. The total casualties of 
the day were 134, and the Gordon High- 
landers lost 29 in the rush through the 
line of fire. 

General Westmacotts brigade is now 
encamped in the Khan Ki valley. He 
has cleared the enemy from the heights 
commanding the valley, and destroyed 
their towers. 

THE W. C. T. U. 

The Convention at Toronto Deals With the 
Proposed Plebiscite— France the 
Modern Babylon. 

Toronto, Oct. 22.— (Special)— The 
executive committee of the World's W. 
C.T.U. were in session all day, Miss 
Willard in the chair, and delegates in at- 
tendance from the United States, Kng- 
land, Australia, Mexico, Armenia, Tur- 
key and Burmah. In the course of dis- 
cussion Miss Willard described France 
as the great modern Babylon, the most 
inaccessible of all countries to their 
work. 

At the meeting of the Dominion W.C. 
T.U., it was decided to hold triennial 
sessions. Mrs. Alex. Lamb, of New 
Westminster, was elected one of the 
vice-presidents, and Mies E. Bowes, Vic- 
toria, was appointed superintendent of 
the World's \V. C.T.U, missionary work. 
A resolution waB passed protesting 
aeainst the promised plebiscite being 
coupled with direct taxation, and also 
asking that the result of the plebiscite 
be not considered unless moro than half 
the votes on theDominion list be polled. 

The convention declined to express 
approval of Lady Henry Somerset. 

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEWS. 

Uniformly Good Reports From Canada-In- 
dustrial Labor in Demand. 

New York, Oct. 22.— Bradatreet's to- 
morrow will say: While the general 
trade movement is somewhat irregular, 
and there are further evidences of falling 
od' in demand, the volume of business 
continues of largo proportions. The in- 
dustrial situation continues to furnish 
employment to as many as at any pre- 
ceding period this year and nt higher 
wages. Production of iron, steel, 
machinery, stovee, car and structural 
work, coke, glass and woollen goods , con- 
tinues heavy ; Bteel mills have orders to 
cirry t hem into 18'JS and decline con- 
tracts for next year's delivery. This ex- 
plains the advance in the price of Bt-8- 
teaaer pig iron. Other advances in 
prices are hides at Western centres, win- 
dow glass, wheat and iard ; while quota 
tions for pork, sugar, lumber, coal, shoes 
and a long list of other staples remain 
unchanged. Cotton and print cloths 
are lower, as are glucose, Indian corn, 
oats, flour, coffee, lead and copper. 

R. G. Dun & Co. 'a report to-morrow 
will say: There are uniformly srooil re- 
ports of Canadian trading this week in 
spite of some local drawbacks. Whole 
sale trade is steady. Collections at Van 
couver in retail business are fair in some 
lines. Money ia easy and large ship- 
ments of salmon have cleared. Trade is 
quiet at Victoria in wholesale groceries 
and dry goods and fair in hardware, 
while retail business has improved, and 
especially in clothing, boots and shoes, 
owing to the change in the weather. 

Bank clearings for eighty-seven cities 
for the week ending October 21, as tele- 
graphed to Bradstreet'e, sIiowb totals of 
$1,306,993,884, an increase of 25.2 per 
cent, as compared with the correspond- 
ing week last year. Outside of New 
York city the clearances were $527,892,- 
52-1, increase 15.2 per cent. 

The clearances for the Dominion of 
Canada were : Montreal $13,463,878, in- 
crease 21.3 J Toronto $7,678,463, increase 
17.4 ; Winnipeg $8,080,572, increase 57.1 ;

were convinced that the arrangement 
would be permanent and have the effect 
intended. 

"Tho paralysis of trade and industry 
would be prolonged and would be accom- 
panied by acute individual suffering. 

"None of the advantages expected 
would be attained, and the country 
would pass through a critical poriod 
Which would retard its progress for 
years. The position would he disastrous 
alike to the Btate, to individuals and to 
trade generally. Tho exchange value of 
tho rupee having risen suddenly would 
full equally suddenly to a point far 
lower than the present level, probably 
ponce and oven lower. Such a fall, 
apart from other disastrous rceultB, 
would necessitate much additional tax- 
ation." 

The reply then proceeds to point out 
that the propoaod agreement would he 
a much more serious question for India 
than for the United States and France, 
as the whole risk of disaster from failure 
would fall upon India. If the agree- 
ment broke down the United States and 
Franco could take precautions against a 
depletion of their gold reserves, but in 
India the rupee, when the collapse 
came, would fall headlong and the gov- 
ernment would have no remedy againBt 
fluctuation in the exchange value of the 
Indian standard of value, with the 
fluctuations In the price of silver.

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 22.— V special 
to the Gazette from Fort Smith, Ark., 
says: It has just leaked out here that 
the full blood Cherokees have been sec- 
retly arming themselves and securing 
large quantities of ammunition for 
several weeks, but have been especially 
brisk since the return of the attorney 
sent to Washington to enjoin the Dawes 
commission from proceeding to make 
citizenship rolls. A majority of the 
Cherokees are opposed to the treaty, but 
there is a most bitter feelinu among the 
ignorant full-bloods. They are prepared 
to resist an attempt to change the tribal 
government.

Chicago, Oct. 22.— The jury in the 
Luetgert caee disagreed and have 
been discharged by Judge Tutbill. 
The jury stood nine for conviction 
and three for acquittal. There had 
been a deadlock for 38 hours. 
An army of newapaper men, artistB, 
lawyers, and a limited number of 
spectators saw the linal close of one of 
the greatest criminal trials in history, 
one which Btanda alone as having been 
fought out solely and purely on circum- 
stantial evidence, and not a line of direct 
evidence being heard during the entire 
trial. 

It is quite possible that some prose- 
cutions for perjury will result from the 
Luetgert case. The two witnesses 
against whom it is Baid indictments will 
bo asked are William Charles, Luet- 
gert's businesa partner, and Mary Stem- 
mering, the domestic in the Luetgert 
household. 

Ex-Judge Vincent, counsel for the 
accused, says he will lot the matter rest 
for two or three days, and then make 
formal application (or bail. Any reason- 
able bond can he given. If the formal 
demand is denied a writ of habeas 
corpus will bo applied for. If this action 
is taken Attorney Deneen will at once 
put the case on the calendar for trial 
again by the middle of nest week. 

Speaking of the prospect of a new 
trial, Judge Tuthill Baid: "I fancy 
Luetgert will never again be tried in a 
court in this country. That is a ques- 
tion which will be decided upon when 
the Btate gets ready to make an 
other move. From the wide publicity 
however, which the newspapers have 
given the evidence in the case, 
the marked attention which it has at 
traded in all parts of the country, and 
the frenzied interest which the people of 
Chicago have taken in the outcome of 
tbe trial since the case went to the jury, 
I hardly, think that tho prosecution 
can find twelve men who have 
not already tried the accused 
their own minds and either acquitted or 
convicted him. That is the problem 
confronting the Btate attorney now, and 
unless he solves it by producing the 
men, of course Luetgert will go free,''

A Dull Day With Few Material Variations 
—Money Market Easier. 

New York, Oct. 22.— To-day's stock 
market was a contest between professional 
traders, and the result shows a draw n battle 
between the bulls and the hears, net 
changes being extremely narrow in almost 
all cases. The declines of the morning 
reached a point or over in a large number 
of stocks, including the leading industrials, 
the Grangers, Union Pacific and the South- 
westerns, The turn in the market came 
with a sharp recovery in Chicago Gas, 
w hich was quite strong during the remain- 
der of the day, selling at one time 2J4 
points above the lowest. Sugar was ulso 
quite n strong factor, rising above last 
night's closing. The money market tended 
towards an easier tone, though the asking 
rate is still retained at 2J^ percent, by some 
banks. 

The Evening Post's Financial cable from 
London says: The stock markets were 
quiet and dull to-day on the tightening of 
tho money marker. Americana were life- 
less and dull. As affecting future gold 
movements between New York urtd Lon- 
don, New York is liquidating considerable 
sterling engagements here. It appears 
also that early this year certain of the Am- 
erican railways concerned in refunding 
schemes, borrowed large sums here for 
six months at 3 per cent., money then be- 
ing dirt cheap. Now that money is tight 
and certain rciunding schemes have been 
carried through, considerable repayments 
are expected in November, thus to that ex- 
tent decreasing the chance of gold exports 
to New York, The Paris and Berlin mar- 
kets were quiet.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 22.— (Special)— Sir 
William Van Home had this afternoon 
an important private interview with 
Premier Turner on the Robson, Bound- 
ary Crfek and Similkameen railroad 
question, and the attitude of the pro- 
vincial government towards the O.P.K. 
Afterwards he met Mr. Geo. Anderson, 
Dominion trade commissioner to Japan, 
and discussed the best manner in which 
the 0. P. R. could, by steamship service 
arrangements and otherwise, develop 
Canada's trade with Japan. The C.P.R. 
will do everything possible to aid in such 
development. 

M. J. Haney, superintendent of con- 
struction, is now here, and says he 
knows nothing of the reported labor dis- 
pnte amongst the Crow's Nest railroad 
employees. He does not think it can 
amount to much, hut he will bo return- 
ing soon and will then adjust the matter; 
When he left -1.000 men were working. 

The steamer Tekoa, Lieutenant (t. H. 
Noakes, R.N.R., commander, was due 
to sail for Liverpool from the Fraser 
river yesterday afternoon, but at the last 
moment Mr. Maokay, of Steveston, put 
in a claim for $300 for alleged damages 
done to his wharf. He libelled the 
vessel and thus delaved her departure. 
Tho necessary bonds were soon up, 
and Messrs. Davis, Marshall, Mac 
neill & Abbott have been instruct- 
ed to look, after the steimer 
interests in the claim, bo that no further 
delay is expected. The Tekoa'a cargo 
consists chiefly of lll,785casesof canned 
salmon, valued at $411,461, but, in ad 
dition, she carries 1,13-1 boxes of frozen 
aalmon, 3i! barrels of salt salmon, and 
775 sacks of ore. In all nearly 3,900 
touB. In is expected that the Tekoa will 
take about 53 days on the voyage. 

A STAUNCH TANCOUVEKITE. 

The Rector of Christ Church Declines Pre- 
ferment Rather Than Leave the 
Terminal City. 

Vancouver, Oct. 22.— (Special)— It is 
learned on good authority that Rev. L, 
Norman Tucker, M. A., the rector of 
'Christ church,- which is admittedly one 
of the two largest and most influential of 
the Vancouver churches, has declined 
valuable preferment offered him during 
his visit to Eastern Canada, desiring to 
stay by Vancouver and his people, and 
continue his very successful work for his 
parish and the diocese of New West- 
minster. The news causes general satis- 
faction, for the reverend gentleman is a 
great power not only in his parish, but 
also as a leading member of tlie synod of 
the New Westminster diocese, for the 
needs of which he has been pleading 
eloquently and successfully in Montreal 
and other Eastern Canadian cities, thus 
aiding in securing no little valuable 
practical aid and sympathy. The Bishop 
of New Westminster, Rt. Rev. Dr. Dart, 
has jtiBt returned to the coaBt and taken 
up temporary residence here, where he 
■will be able to direct and supervise con- 
veniently much pressing dioceBan work. 
He returns, however, Bhortly, again to 
reside in the see city of New West- 
minster. 




POLITICAL PROPHESIES. 

Mnjor-General Kinchant Discourses of the 
Prospects in Golden Cariboo. 

Vancouver, Oct. 22.— (Special)— Ma- 
jor-General Kinchant has returned from 
a preliminary tour of political survey in 
Cariboo, as a possible opposition candi- 
date. It is learned that throughout 
Cariboo there is not the slightest desire 
to introduce into provincial politics Do- 
minion party issues wholly irrelevant. 
The General reports that despite tho 
presence of many unqualified aliens 
there should, as a result of greatly in- 
creased mining activity, be a very con- 
siderable enlargement of the Cariboo 
voters' list. A report widely prevails 
that Mr. J. Hunter, M.P.P. for Comox, 
may next time stand for Cariboo, where 
he is now resident superintending en- 
gineer of the Golden River QueBnelle 
Co., Ltd. Mr. McLeese, the veteran 
Cariboo merchant, ex-M.P.P., and 
whilom, oppositioo candidate, will not, 
it iB thought, contest the constituency 
again, being in weak health.

Vancouver, Oct. 22. — (Special)— It ia 
thought and hoped that as the city coun- 
cil has now shown the way by a very 
substantial donation of *200 towards the 
Windsor Fire Sufferers' Relief fund, 
there may be a large access of personal 
subscriptions, there being in Vancouver 
such a large bo'ly of prosperous Nova 
Scotiana who know Windsor and its 
people well. All that seems needed to 
secure much practical monetary expres- 
sion and sympathy from them is the 
coining forward of some well-known 
Maritime Province man to take the lead 
in the matter and organize a small and 
active collecting committee.

The opinion 
of our contemporaries seems to be that 
thore will be a rapid increase in the 
number of wives and children of Chin- 
ese merchants, which does not seem iin- 
probpblep for we have good poetic 
authority for thinking that " For ways 
that are dark and trickB that are vain, 
the Heathen Chinee is peculiar." 



SOME GOOD SUGGESTIONS. 

The Daily Times make the point that 
the name of Victoria is not closely 
enough identified with the name of 
Klondyke in the East and Europe. This 
•is very true, and one of the objects of 
the citizens' advertising committee ought 
to bs to remedy the deficiency. We think 
it will not be difficult to discover ways of 
doing so. It further suggests that if we 
could present in a Bingle statement the 
fact that Victoria merchants are experi- 
enced and trustworthy in the matter of 
outfitting, that duties will be saved by 
buying goods here, that prices are as 
favorable here as anywhere, and that a 
license must be obtained before prospect 
ing, which license can be obtained here, 
we would present a bill of fare that 
would attract the greater part of the 
iubu to our city. 

There is another strong point, which 
must not be overlooked, and it w: 
brought to the attention of the Colonist 
by a gentleman, who on more than one 
occasion, has given this paper a good hint 
of how best to fight the battles of Vic 
toria — and we only wiBh that more 
people would emulate his example in 
this particular. The suggestion is that 
emphasis should be laid upon the fact 
that Victoria is a city where families 
c.:n live in the greatest comfort. Those 
of tiB who have lived in the East, 
whether in Canada or the United States 
do not need to be told that, taking the 
year all round, we have the fineBt cli 
inrtte in America; that living is reason- 
able here by comparison, and that 
families can have all the advantage3 
they require. We all know that there 
ia no better place to live in than here in 
our city of the bright sunshine and sea 
breey.ee. People in the East do not real- 
ize this. To them it seems as though 
Victoria were a lonu way oil', and that it 
must necessarily be a sort of banish- 
ment to be obliged to come here. 
It would be well to let it be widely 
known that men who contemplate going 
into the Yukon or engaging in prospect- 
ing in tbia province, can bring their fam- 
ilies to this city anil feel sure that they 
will enjoy every ndvantage they need. 
This is pie-uminently a place to live in. 
.Sir Leonard Tilley once said: "I know 
America pretty well aud eomething 
about Europe; but there iB nothing to 
be compared to Victoria as a place of 
residence." The encomiums passed up- 
on our city by the British Association 
as a residence point, were of the highest 
kind. This feature of Victoria ought to 
be widely advertised. We know that if 
we can once get people to bring their 
families here, while they themselves are 
in the mining country, wo can count up 
on them as permanent residents. ThiB 
suggestion is worth a great deal of care 
ful consideration. 



CHINESE SCORE A VICTORY. 

Judgo Hanford, of the United StateB 
District court, rendered a decision on 
Thursday, in Seattle, in regard to Chin- 
ese immigration, that will, if sustained 
by the Supremo court of the United 
States, largely annul the Chinese exclu- 
sion act. Throe Chinamen were arrest- 
ed at Port Townsend for illegally enter- 
ing the United States, and they applied 
for their discharge on the ground that 
they were the children of ChineBe mer- 
chants residing in the country. The law 
provides that the wives and children of 
such merchants have the right to come 
in. The United States District Attorney j 
took the point that to entitle such per- 
sons to enter they must have a certificate ■ 
from the government of China to the • 
ell'ect that they were so related to a, 
merchant residing in the Unitod StateB. 



some parts of the South, but for build- 
ing material the whole of that great 
country must look to the state of Wash- 
ington as the only reliable source of sup- 
ply. This does not mean that Washing- 
ton will furnish all or nearly all the tim- 
ber used in building operations by 70,- 
000,000 people, but that the draft upon 
it will from year to year increase with 
great rapidity, so that after a compar- 
atively short time, that Btate will cease 
to be a competitor for the Bupply of for- 
eign markets. ThiB means very much 
to British Columbia, for it will be many 
years before the timber supply of Mid- 
dle and Eastern Canada fulls short of 
what is required for home consumption. 



GREAT BRITAIN AND ITALY. 

An interesting Btory comes from Lon- 
don, being printed in the Consular Jour- 
nal. It is to the effect that the Prince 
of Wales, the Marquis of Salisbury and 
another prominent member of the 
Cabinet are to visit Italy at a very early 
day, and that shortly thereafter the fleets 
of Italy and Great Britain will meet to 
gether in review. The Consular Journal 
adda : " Moreover, we have authority for 
stating that there are events of a much 
moro important character in preparation 
which it would be a breach of confidence 
to forecast." ThiB statement will give 
rise to a good many surmiBes. That 
there should be some outward and 
visible sign of the excellent understand- 
ing between Great Britain aud Italy io 
not a matter of surprise. Such an 
understanding is of the greatest import- 
ance, for it means the control of the 
Mediterranean against any poasible com- 
bination. A massing of the British and 
Italian fleets would be a practical de- 
monstration of the fact that this control 
is a very real thing and not only a naval 
fiction. The Italian fleet consists of six 
first-class and two second-class battle 
shipa, four coast defence Bhips, seventy 
cruisers of all classes and one hundred 
and fifty-one torpedo craft. This is 
nearly equal to in battleships and several 
times as formidable in other craft, as the 
Russian Black Sea fleet, which is all the 
navy of that power to be taken into ac- 
count in connection with operations in 
the Mediterranean. With the control of 
Gibraltar and Malta, Great Britain with 
her present squadron is an easy match 
for any possible combination in that sea, 
and with the co-operation of the Italian 
fleet it would be a case of " Eclipse first 
and the rest nowhere." 

What the "much more important" 
event foreshadowed by the Journal may 
be, we are at a loss to Burinise, unlesB it 
means that an offensive and defensive 
alliance between the two nations is to be 
formed, after which Italy will cut loose 
from the triple alliance. There are 
reasons why such a step on the part of 
Italy would be a wise one. Her associa 
tion with Austria and Germany has 
been an expensive partnership. It has 
necessitated the maintenance of an army 
out of all proportion to the wealth of the 
country. The Italian force actually 
under arms is somewhat over 250,000 
men. There is in addition a force of 
nearly six hundred thousand men, who 
are absent from the colors on what iB 
called "unlimited leave." These men 
are liable to be summoned to join the 
colors at any moment. The militia is 
organized, and includes over two and a 
half millions of men. In all the Italian 
army at the latest returns consisted of 
3, -135, 007 men. This entails an annua 
expenditure of 223,000,000 liro or $40,- 
000,000. This is a tremendous burden 
for a population of 28,000,000 people, a 
very large proportion of whom aro iu a 
condition little removed from poverty. 
If by reason of an alliance with Great 
Britain, this burden could be cut down, 
it would be possible for the Italian gov 
eminent to lighten taxes, and unless 
something of this sort ib done, it is not 
easy to forecast the future of the country 
The people are very restless, for they 
feel that they are burdened beyond their 
capacity to maintain a connection with 
Germany, which does them very little 
good. Moreover, it seems evident that 
AiiBtria is verging on a collapse, and if 
that comes about, Italy would desire to 
cut loose from Germany under any cir- 
cumstances. 



Tin: Lieutenant-Governor of Is T ew 
Brunswick at the St. John banquet to 
the Hon. Minister of Railways said: 
" You are at the present time united to 
take all you can got and ask for more, 
To use a homely phrase, you are united 
to have your Bhare from the cow cf 
prosperity until the source is exhausted 
and the cow goes dry." The point of 
the observation, like those of Captain 
Jack Bunsby's observation, " lies in the 
application of it." The banquet was a 
non-partisan one. They fight political 
battles tooth and nail down by the 
Atlantic; but when it comes to clamor- 
ing for public works they are all 
brothers. 



Tin: statement is made that the last of 
the Wisconsin pine forests has been con 
traded for. This means that the great 
Wisconsin lumber firmB muBt either go 
out of business or transfer the scene cf 
their operations to the Pacific Coast, 
that iB, practically speaking, to the 
Btate of Washington. These firms will 
come to the West to manufacture lum- 
ber for the Middle States, and possibly 
for the extreme Eastern States. Wash- 
ington is the only great timber reserve 
in the United Stales of its claBB. There 
is a good deal of timber remaining in 



Tuu intelligent telegrapher has been 
getting in his work. Rudyard Kipling 
wrote in regard to the loyalty of New- 
foundland that " it was not necessary for 
a white man to explain that he is loyal." 
The telegrapher wired that "it was not 
necessary for Sir William Whiteway to 
explain, etc." But a Southern Cali- 
fornia genius saw this, and went sevoral 
times better. The Sunday cable two 
weeks ngo said "The French balon 
d'essai (trial balloon) in regard to 
Great Britain, etc." The ingenious tele- 
grapher proceeded to make sense of this 
as follows : " The great French balloon- 
ist, Mons. D'Ersai says in regard to Great 
Britain, etc." 



Foit somo time the Hon. J. H. Turner, 
minister of agriculture, has been in 
communication with the department of 
agriculture at Ottawa with a view 7 to ob- 
taining the serviceB of Prof. Robortson 
and sno or more of his assistants to de- 
liver a Eerie8 of lectures on, and make 
practical experiments in, dairying for 
tho benefit of the farmers of this prov- 
ince. A very satisfactory reply has at 
last been received and arrangements are 
being made at Ottawa for a lecturing 
stall' to be sent to British Columbia as 
soon as possible. 

The Now York Evening Post seeB that 
the United States will lose a large part of 
its Canadian supply trade, and Bays that 
the deficiency cannot bo made up from 
other countries, for the reason that the 
Dingley tariff is " making foreigners 
mad." This was one of tho arguments 
in favor of that tariff. It was thought to 
be a most clever thing to get all coun- 
tries angry with the United States on 
tariff questions. A Republican doctrine 
is that which hurts other countries must 
help the United StateB. 

There is a growing sentiment against 
permitting our mines to be absorbed by 
foreigners, People are slowly and very 
unwillingly coming to the conclusion 
that it is time to treat foreigners aa they 
treat us. There is uo disposition to dis- 
criminate ugainBt foreigners who are 
now in the country, for they came hero 
in good faith, and faith must be kept 
with them; but it would take very little 
to create a demand that for the future 
Canadian gold mines should be reserved 
for British subjects. 

That extraordinary paper, the British 
Columbia Review, of London, begs to 
remind the Colonist that Bonanza creek 
is not in British Columbia. This is its 
reply to our correction of its statement 
that the best way to get into the Yukon 
waa by the overland route via Calgary. 
The Review should either change its 
name or take a course in geography.

The merchant is not compelled to part 
with his goods, and he should not part 
with them unless he is^reaaonably as- 
surnd that the party to whom they are 
sold ia honeat aud able to pay for them. 
Tho cash eyetern iBlhe prelerable method 
in business, and it should be encouraged. 
A liberal insolvency law will tend to 
make merchants more careful in grant- 
ing credit, and this is exactly what the 
country needa.— Toronto World.

The Dominion parliament and the 
public intereat will sustain a serious loss 
if Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper's removal 
to British Columbia Bhould banish him 
for any length of time from the House of 
Commons. Sir Hibbert Tupper baa had 
many a hot paseage with political op- 
ponents, but one and all of them would 
cheerfully concede that a man of his 
force, ability, public experience and 
clean personal record is a marked gain 
to public life.— Ottawa Journal. 

THE LATE LOAN. 
The net proceeds of tho loan will be 
about $8,000,000, of which $4,806,0C0 will 
be required to pay off temporary loans 
incurred by tho government. There 
will be left for general use about four 
millions, and this, considering the ex- 
penditures that have been undertaken 
in connection with public works and 
railroads, will not, bo long in being ueed.

Tin; unfortunate Swan Lake hotel iB 
again n mass of charred ruins, the second 
time it has been burned in the past three 
years. The fire took place a! 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and Mra. Merryfield, 
who occupied the building, Btates that 
she has no idea how the fire originated, 
as Bhe barely managed to escape with 
her life. The building waa owned by 
Mrs. Sills, but was rented by Jonathan 
Merryfield, who ib at present on the 
Skagway trail on his way to Klondyke, 
Mrs. Merryfield being left in charge of 
the place. The house was inaured for 
$1,000 and the coiitpntn for a similar 
amount. The Swan Lake hotel waa 
burned once before in January 1891 
Victoria Klondykers seem to be un- 
fortunate of late, for Mr. Behnsen's and 
Mr. MeRae'a houses have been robbed, 
and now the Swan Lake hotel is burned 
while Mr. Merryfield ia out hunting lor 
gold in the north. 

An Jew, the Chinaman who waa run 
in on Wednesday night for a variety of 
little thefts, had several of them brought 
home to him in the police court yester- 
day, and consequently will spend half a 
year in the provincial jail. His change of 
residence will he for the better, as he 
has lately been making his abode in an 
old outhouse at the back of 00 Herald 
Btreet. He waa convicted of stealing 
Bomo pickles and an axe from Mra. 
Morse's house, and also of stealing an- 
other axe from Mtb. Jones' house on 
Cormorant strcot. For each of these 
three thefts he was given six months' 
imprisonment, the terms, however, to 
run concurrently, bo that he will only 
apend six months in jail. He was also 
accuaed of stealing some preserves from 
Mr. Joseph Byrn'a house, but though 
similar hottlea were found in his posses- 
sion it waa impossible to prove this pro- 
perty, so the charge was dismissed. 

Tin; usefulness of the si wash aB an 
officer of the law even beyond the pale 
of civilization is a doubtful quantity. 
There can, however, be no question of 
the fact that in town the Indian police- 
man is a nuisance ti society and to the 
regular officers of the law. Tyhee Jim 
affords an example. On Thursday, while 
wearing the badge of a constable, he be- 
came intoxicated, and soon Bought ex- 
cuse for a display of his petty authority, 
A white man was his game, and after 
getting the handcuffs on this hapless in- 
dividual he proceeded to amuse himself 
by drageing the prisoner through the 
mud. When he tired of this amuse- 
ment he let the man go, and a few 
minutes later was himself arrested by 
ConBtable McDonald for drunkenneaB. 
That the white mau who was roughly 
handled in the case IsjPneraUy regarded 
as N.G, does not, iu the opinion of on- 
looaera, in any way excuue the conduct 
of the Indian policeman. 



Provincial constable Poole returned 
yeaterday from Sooke with the skeleton 
and piecos of clothing that wore found 
at the foot of Naylor'a hill, West Sooke, 
a couple of days ago. By the appear- 
ance of the remains it can easily be seen 
that they have lain exposed to the wea- 
ther for several years. They are charred 
by lire that has passed over that part of 
the district and the bones are partially 
covered with mosa that has grown over 
them. Besides a few old ragB of cloth- 
ing and a pair of number 7 shoes in a 
fair state of preservation, there lay 
among the scattered bones a carpenter's 
pencil and a carpenter's punch. 

Mr. Pc )le spent a day in making in- 
quiries, and as far as ho could ascertain, 
people at Sooke remembered that seven 
or eight years ago a carpenter who had 
been employed on the school house at 
Sooke had been drinking heavily and 
wont off his head inn fit of delirium 
tremens. He waB supposed to have landed 
from a boat at a point on the waterside 
not far from whore the remains have 
Bince been discovered. 

Dr. Crompton, who aB coroner was in 
formed of the find, examined the bones 
aB they lay in the provincial police office 
yesterday. He gave his opinion that 
the skeleton was that of a man of me 
dium height. He does not consider an 
inquest necessary at present aB there did 
not seem to be enough to identify the 
remains, and tha name iiad not been 
learned. 

It chanced, however, that Mr. T. D 
Conway,, of Chemainus, waa in town 
ye3terday and he was able to throw quite 
a little light on the mystery. Mr. Con- 
way, when he waabuildinir the telegraph 
line to Sooke, aix or seven years ago, had 
a man working for him who went by the 
name of Dutch Charlie," though Mr. 
Couway cannot remember his proper 
name. This Dutch Charlie waB about 
thirty-two years old. and had come from 
some part of Ontf.rio — Toronto, Mr. Con- 
way thinks. ' He was a saloon- 
keeper by occupation, and once 
volunteered the information that he had 
been so crazed with whiskey in the East 
that he had been voluntarily confined 
for a Bhort time in an asylum for treat- 
ment. Charlie commenced drinking 
ag.ain while at Sooke, and got to imagine 
that people were trying to kill him. He 
became so bad that one day he was found 
wandering around the country in a nude 
Btate, temporarily insane, and a Bhort 
time afterwards he disappeared en- 
tirely. 

Mr. Edward Gordon, of Otter Point, 
who was also in town yesterday after- 
noon, remembered " Dutch Charlie," 
and stated that Mr, Leather, now living 
at Duncan, but formerly at Sooke, gave 
Charlie a suit of clothes after his crazy 
escapade of wandering through the coun- 
try. Charlioseome to have been handy 
as a carpenter or at general work, and 
it is quit3 likely that he had the car- 
penter's pencil and punch in his pocket 
when he disappeared, All these circum- 
stances seem to point to the skeleton be- 
ing that of Dutch Charlie. Mr. Conway 
does not recollect tho man's proper 
name, but has promised to look among 
his old timobookBin the hope that he 
may have it there, 

In the meantime the remains are at 
tho provincial police station, and Con- 
stable Poole will make another trip to 
Sooke for the purpose of trying to find 
out something further about the dead 
man.

KA.MLOOPS EPIDEMIC. 

Enforcement of the Regulations of the Pro. 
vincial Uoord of Health. 

Disquieting rumors have been current 
in the city during the past few days rela- 
tive to the existence of an epidemic o 
Ecarlet fever at Kamloops. Beliablo in- 
formation obtained last evening, while 
proving thnt the rumors rest on good 
foundation, ia bIbo of the most reassur- 
ing nature, and demonstrates that the 
people of tho province have reason to 
congratulate themselves upon their pos- 
seesion of Bitch an organization aa the 
Provincial Board of Health. 

From reports received from Dr. Furrer, 
the reaident health officer at Kamloops, 
it ip learned that nineteen cases of 
scarlet fever have occurred at 
that place, of which only one 
haa had a fatal termination, Thanks to 
the vigorous enforcement of the regula- 
tions it may fairly be said that the epi- 
demic is now well under control. The 
schools have been closed, quarantine 
established in nil the houBea where the 
diseaee haa shown itself, and the fact 
that no now cases have occurred for 
several days will tend to allay the feara 
which have existed. 

It would be well to correct an errone- 
ous idea which seema to be held by 
many people that scarlet fever 
not a Berioua disease. Aa a matter 
of fact medical authorities agree that 
it ia one of the most dangerous 
known to the science, as the complica- 
tions it may throw up are usually of the 
moBt serious nature, such aa bright'e 
uiaease; and deafness, partial or com 
pleto, ia not uncommon, Owing to the 
ignorance which exists upon the sub- 
ject, many parents deem it unnecessary 
to report what they consider Blight- 
cases, (calling it scarlatina, which, lo 
them, means nothing more Berioua than 
a sore throat. It cannot be too strongly 
impressed upon the public that these 
alleged alight cases of " scarlatina " are 
in reality scarlet fever, and need the 
best, inoBt thorough, and immediate 
medical treatment. 

The regulations, which have been 
issued by the provincial board of health, 
completely control such caaea, aB evi- 
denced in the Kamloops experience. 
There the health officer has been able, 
by the strict inforcement of the regula- 
tions, to confine to a comparatively small 
number of cases a virulently infectious 
disease, which under other conditions 
would possibly have attained the propor- 
tions of a decimating epidemic. 

In Victoria, one medical practitioner 
had reported to him this week a case of 
scarlet fever Ironi one of the suburbs, 
which upon investigation proved to be a 
true case of the diseaBe. Upon equiriea 
beinc instituted as to the likely source of 
infection it waB discovered that the com- 
plaint muat have been con- 
tracted in the school house. A 
number of mild cases, which it was 
supposed were measles, had occurred 
among the pupils, all of which, however, 
have recovered, so that it is now im- 
possible to determine the real nature of 
the complaint. It ia from just such be- 
ginnings as these that the dangerous epi- 
demic of scarlet fever most frequently 
arises. If the nature of the complaint 
seems to be mild parents too often think 
there is no necessity for calling in medi- 
cal advice, whereas active meaaures in 
accordance with the regulations of the 
Provincial Board of Health should be 
immediatelyadopted to avoid the spread- 
ing of the disease; for from these mild 
c&eec others which will result fatally 
may at any time be contracted.

STRUCK FBOil THE BOLLS. 

Tlie Official Explanation of the Disbarring 
of G, F. Cane and F. H. Tuck. 

n the British Columbia Gazette of 
the present week, the explanation of tho 
Benchers of the Law .Society in regard to 
the recent disbarring of George F. Cane 
of Nanaimo, and F. H. Tuck, a main- 
and lawyer, is contained iu two resolu- 
tions passed at the Benchers' meeting 
here on the 11th instant, and published 
pursuant to section hi of the Legal Pro- 
fessions Act. These resolutions read as 
follows : 

" That upon the evidence contained 
in the declarations of Mr. Alex. Morri- 
son and Mr. A. H. B. Macgowan, and 
the admissions conHhiri in his letter of 
the 1st March, 1897, Francis H. Tuck, a 
barrister at tho lur of, and a solicitor of, 
the Supremo court of British Columbia, 
bo declared guilty of Hie charge of re- 
taining and misappropriat'ug moneys 
collected and received by him on behalf 
of and as solicitor for the complainant, 
Alex. Morrison, and that the said Mr. 
F. H.Tuck bo disbarred and disqualified 
and struck oil" the rolls as a barrister, 
and disqualified and struck off the rolls 
as a solicitor of the Supreme court of 
British Columbia." 

"That upon the ovidenco contained in 
the declaration of the complainant, Oliph 
Leigh Spencer, made at tho city of Van- 
couver on the 22nd day of April, 1897,

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Hon. J. H. Turner Speaks of His 
Visit to the Interior of the 
Province. 



The General Outlook for Prosperity 
and Improvement on All 
Sides.

Hon. J. H. Turner, premier of the 
province, returned last night from a 
short trip to the interior, where he has 
spent a couple of weeka since opening 
the Chillhvack fair which waB bo sue 
coBBfully held. The Premier is well 
pleased with the evidences he saw on all 
sideB of progress and prosperity and 
with the cordial feeling displayed to- 
ward himself and the general approval 
with which the provincial government is 
regarded. 

"At Revelstoke," he said in chatting 
abouthis tr,p,"Ifound vuet changes since 
I was there last year. Fully a Hundred 
and sixty buildings have gone up there 
in the past twelvemonths, and the town 
ia showing rapid and substantial growth. 
In reference to the trouble caused by 
the Columbia river wearing away the 
banks I telegraphed Hon. Mr. Tarte, 
minister of public works at Ottawa, 
asking him to allow Mr. Roy, the Domin- 
ion government engineer, to make a 
joint examination and report with one 
of our engineers, but Mr. Tarto declined 
to do so. Seeing the urgency of the 
matter, however, I had an engineer 6ent 
to examine and report to the provincial 
government, though I consider that the 
Dominion government ought to act in 
the matter, they having control over 
navigable streams. 

"I noticed along the line of the CP. 
E. evidences of a large increase of traffic 
Bince a year ago. Long trains and im- 
mense warehouses tilled with goods 
largely for the Kootenay country are to 
be Been between Revelstoke and Nelson. 
Nelson has an admirable train service 
and the steamers running on the Arrow 
lake are aB well equipped as can be do- 
Bired. 

"Nblson has made rapid strides and 
has now the assured position of a thor- 
oughly established city, with very fine 
buildings and streets in capital shape. 
At Nelson 1 visited the Hall mines and 
smelter and found them working full 
blast, turning out the product of 125 tons 
of ore a day. I understand that the 
smelter is likely to put in an additional 
reverberatory furnace at once, bo as to 
increase the output. 

From Nelson I went to Kaslo, Pilot 
Bay and AinBworth. The Pilot Bay 
smelter is preparing to start up, with 
the expectation of a full supply of crd 
from the Ainsworth section, and in the 
district eaBt of the smelter I heard that 
some very rich copper mines have been 
opened up. 

"KaBlo is now quite a handsome town, 
with nice buildings and every evidence 
of prosperity. The Slocan mines had by 
no means reduced their output, aa 
I had been led to expect from 
tte low price of silver — on 
the contrary they are shipping more 
than ever. On the Kaslo & Slocan alone, 
which for the first seven months of 1896 
shipped o\000 tons, the shipments for 
the lirst seven months of this year were 
orer 19,000 tons, the traffic over the 
Nakusp line having advanced at the 
tame ratio. As an instance, I -was in- 
formed on the *best authority that the 
Pnyni> group of mines, on which less 
t baa $100, 000 have been expended, has 
been paying a minimum dividend of 
$50,000 a month for the last six months, 
and many new properties are being open- 
ed which promise to be of equal value. 

"My next move was to Rossland, 
which I found to bB making rapid ad- 
vances, for what appeared, a year ago, 
to be a rapidly built up and transitory 
city, now has all the appearance of an 
old established community, the streets 
in excellent order. RoBsland haB now 
«ot down to a solid position, with fine 
buildings and many evidences of im- 
provement. 

" I stayed a day and a half at Trail, 
ami found that the smelter waB actively 
at work and a large supply of ore com- 
ing in. 

•' Evidently the railways, the N. & S. 
and the S. & O., of which the bonds 
were guaranteed by the government, and 
also the Kaslo it Slocan railway, to 
which a land grant was given, have 
proved of immense importance in open- 
ing up l he country ; in fact, had it not 
been for these railways the mining dis- 
tricts of the Kootenay would only now 
have been in the preliminary Htage. It 
is apparent, too, from the amount of 
freight these lines are carrying, that 
they will boou be in a position to pay all 
the" interest lor which the province is 
liahle. 

" I afterwards visited Vernon and 
Kelowna. On Okanagan lake a few 
inineB are being opened, but the great 
industries are agricultural and horti- 
cultural. The crops this year have been 
excelleutand sold at very good prices. 
I was particularly struck with the 
magnificent orchards just coming into 
bearing, and it is evident that soon that 
section will produce nearly all the fruit 
required for Kootenay district. 1 
saw excellent grapes, watermelons 
and splendid apples, pears and 
other fruit. At Armstrong the 
co-operative flour mill is now run- 
ning night and day and iB a marked evi- 
dence of tho advantage to farmers of co- 
operation, the mill having already paid 
two dividends though only having been 
established eighteen months. It is 
likely, too, that dairying will be taken 
up largely in tho vicinity of Kelowna, 
and the farmers are also going into co- 
operative pork packing, that part of the 
province being particularly adapted to 
this industry. The great want is a rail- 
wav from Penticton to Boundary Creek. 

" I Btayed at Kamloops a day and vis- 
ited the mines there, some of which 
show very promising ore. They are ao 
situated as to be very accessible to the 
rail way. 

" On my way homo I stayed over at 
Vancouver, where I met Sir William 
Van Home and had a long interview 
with him. I discussed railway matters 
with him, the Rossland and Penticton 
line among them, aa well as tho exten- 
tion to Hope, and alao spoke of the im- 
poitanco of giving greater facilities to 
the commerce of Victoria, which he as- 
sured me ho was very anxious to 
further, aB it waB to the interest 
' i>[ his company to have a large city here.

Sir William Van Home remarked that 
he was very deBiroua of having rapid 
steamboat communication between Van- 
couver and Victoria by first-rate and up- 
to-date steamers capable of making 
twenty knots an hour, so that the trip 
to Vancouver could be reduced to three 
hour 1 ? and a half. 

Turning to politic?, tho Premier said : 
"I found at all points a very general 
feeling in favor of the present govern- 
ment. There were, of couree, in some 
places, complaints and many require- 
ments, but the people generally seemed 
to appreciate that this iB a vast country 
with a limited population, which made 
it very costly to run, and it was consid- 
ered that the government had used the 
best means in its power to open up the 
province in every eeotion without any 
distinction as to whether any district 
waB opposition or government. 

" I found many enquiries oven in the 
Kootenay country wicn reference to the 
northern part of British Columbia and 
the Yukon, but I did not learn that 
many wore preparing to leave Kootenay, 
for the people aB a whole are thoroughly 
satisfied with tho prospects and pros- 
perity of their portion of the province."

To Tine EoiToit : — I was pleaFed to see 
Mr. R. T. Williams' references in Sat ur- 
day's; Colonist to the figures reported, 
and beg to point out the fact which 
Btares out most conspicuously— it is u 
terrible fact, too. Our resources have 
been drawn upon — reduced — by an enor- 
mous sum in gold. That amount hna 
been taken out of our country into a 
foreign country ; no adequate value has 
been given in return. Although the 
ligures reported inny be inaccurate or 
exaggerated, the fact remains that a 
considerable amount of the Klondyke 
gold output has gone direct to the United 
States, whose citizens are allowed to take 
it away from us, and while doing ao are 
protected aud safeguarded. What would 
you think, Bir, of a government or law 
or policy that would permit a Btranger 
to come into your field and help himself 
to the fruits of your husbandry? Should 
not the resources of our country be as 
carefully husbanded when in the bands 
of the government as when they are 
transferred or granted toeorporations and 
individuals? Conditions which make it 
possible for an alien to remove bo much 
of value without giving value in return, 
should be changed and at once. The 
principle will not work in business un- 
dertakings. It is bound to retard the 
development of any country, no matter 
how rich and great itn possibilities. We 
should rather exclude foreigners and 
allow our own subjects every advantage. 
Free trade in placer mines is diametric- 
ally opposed to business principles. 

Once confine the Yukon mining privi- 
leges to British subjects, and tho ques- 
tion of the outfitting trade will Bottle it- 
self quickly and permanently, and this 
will have the effect of building up our 
fair Dominion. Under such altered 
conditions immigration would be in- 
duced, and the Klondyke rush antici- 
pated in the next few months would be

have to depend upon American push to 
develop our natural resources, or that 
foreigners come here only to enrich 
themselves for the purpose of settling in 
their own land.

WILL PERISH FB0M HUNGER. 

Commander Hooper's Prophecy as to Hun 
dreds in the Yukon. 



Washington-, Oct. 22.— Capt. Hooper, 
commander of the Behring eea patrol 
fleet, who has arrived in Washington to 
attend the seal conference, said to-day 
that the reports concerning the scarcity 
of food in the Klondyke region have not, 
in his judgment, been exaggerated. In 
the neighborhood of Dawson City are 
about 5,000 miners, whose supply oi pro- 
visions for the coming winter are no 
greater than are barely sufficient for half 
that number during the last winter. 
Great suffering would be the inevitable 
result of this scarcity of food. Although 
some of the more vigorous among the 
miners might attempt to get away on the 
ice of the Yukon, the chances were that 
a considerable number of theBe will 
perish of hunger and exposure.

THE SAN JOSE SCALE. 

The Leper of the Deciduous Fruit-Tree 
Family. 

(For the Colonist.} 

The announcement from the agricul- 
tural department at Ottawa, and simul- 
taneously from the provincial depart- 
ment in Victoria, of tlie presence in On- 
tario and British Columbia of the much- 
dreaded and malignant insect pest 
called variously San Jose (uepidiotua 
pernieioBus) and pernicious ecale, while 
significant and reassuring on the one 
hand, is full of suggestions on the other. 

This pest is the one uiOBt to he dread- 
ed in this and kindred provinces, where 
nature will permit only deciduous Iruita 
to bo brought to their highest perfection. 
It is the nightmare of the progressive 
gardener and orchardiat, the leper of 
the tree family, sapping alike the vitality 
of the apple, pear, peach, plum, prune, 
cherry and medlar trees: not 
even sparing tho lovely roee 
as it climbs around tho open door. To 
know that it is present in our midst is 
one thing, to fight it intelligently is an- 
other. 

No half-way measures will be effective 
in undertaking to rid ourselves of this 
prince of insect peBts, and unless prepar- 
ed to make a determined aud clean job of 
it we had better, a thousand timeB, 
abandon all previous plantingB to their 
fate and say we do not want either fruits 
or ro3es. 

Radiating from San Joeo city, as a 
centre, distributed on nursery stock and 
propagated on scions for grafting and 
budding bv progressive nurserymen, it 
has Bpread" like wildfire and ia to-day 
found all over the United States of Am- 
erica and ia evidently travelling towards 
the Arctic Circle. 

Fortunately for us we are alike to he 
guided and assisted in the work of ex- 
termination by the numerous ex- 
periments tried more or le88 suc- 
cessfully by our neighbors to 
the south of us, whose experience in 
this direction haB been both bitter and 
costly. Introduced by the planter, per- 
haps' by planting a young tree of s^me 
new variety with not more than a half- 
dozen or leas specimens of the J an Jose 
scale thereon, it spreads with alarming 
rapiditv during one season in a climate 
like Southern California. Concerning 
the trunk of the tree, no greater calamity 
cculd befall the owner of a clean orchard 
than to plant one such diseased tree 
therein. Hence the necessity of submit- 
ting every tree planted to the most rigid 
and scrutinizing inspection. By the aid 
of the elaborate plates and verbal de- 
scriptions issued especially on this sub- 
ject bv the Department of Agriculture, 
it would seem that any ordinary farmer

THE BAKER'S DOZEN. 



TWO ACCOUNTS GIVING THE ORIGIN 
OF THE PHRASE. 



Onn or Thorn Is DiiappointiDKly rrosalc 
The Other Has Enough of the Snper- 
Htltiouu In It to Commend It— Jan IMc- 
tornen, tho ISakcr, aud the Old Woman. 

Everybody knows that 13 is a 
"baker's dozen," but overyhody does 
not know why. TJae origin of tho phrase 
"baker's dozen" is commonly attrib- 
uted to a custom that prevailed among 
British bakers in the days when severe 
penalties wero inflicted upon tradesmen 
who cheated their customers with short 
weight or short measure. A dozen cakes 
or rolls or loaves might easily fall short 
of tlio standard weight, so in order to 
guard themselves against tho risk of in- 
advertently incurring tho penalties ol 
tho short weight statutes, withoutgoinR 
to the troublo of weighing everything 
they sold, as a make weight, to evory 
dozen cukes, or rolls, or loaves deliver- 
ed to a customer. This explanation is 
unsatisfactory. It is disappointingly 
prosaic, and it utterly fails to account 
for tho fact that tho "baker's dozen" is 
also commonly known as tho "devil's 
dozen. ' ' 

A better explanation is to bo found 
in a legend that gives tho phrnso an 
American origin. It is not wholly de- 
void of picturesqueness. It suggests the 
reason why "baker's dozen" and "dev- 
il's dozen" aro synonyms, and it carries 
rather a good moral with it. 

The story is somewhat as follows: In 
tho middlo of the seventeenth century 
tho most famous baker in the New 
Netherlands was Jau Pietersen, wlio 
hud come to Fort Oraugo from Amster- 
dam and was. tho first man in the uovr 
world to make those flat, oblong, orna- 
mentally stamped, with caraway seed 
liberally besprinkled, crisp, toothsomo 
cookies, familiar in tho days beforo nil 
the old Dutch customs sank into disuse 
under the name of "New Year's cakes." 
Pietersen was a just man, but his jus- 
tice was never tempered with liberality. 
With him u dozen was a dozen, neither 
rnoro nor less; also a pennyworth was 
worth a penny, and ho parted with no 
pennyworth of his savo in consideration 
of a penny had and received in ex- 
change. 

On the night of Dec. 31, 1C53, Jnu 
Pietersen sat in his shop, well stocked 
with New Year's cakes provided for the 
expected demand of tho morrow, when 
a littlo old woman, bearing all the 
marks of age aud poverty that in those 
days marked women out as witches, en- 
tered, demanding a dozen Now Year's 
cookies. Pietersen carefully counted out 
13 cakes. "Here are but 12. I want a 
dozen," remonstrated his customer. 
"Twelve is a dozen, " said Jan. "On 
New Year's eve, between rich ami poor, 
113 is a dozeu," shrilly insisted his 
queer customer. "Give mo IS." But 
Pietersen would riot. Ho argued that 
nobody ever heard the like; that at all 
times and on all occasions a dozen was a 
dozen. Finally, finding argument of no 
avail against tho beldame's persist- 
ence, he told her to go to "dor tuyfel" 
for tho extra cooky. Probably tlie old 
woman took his advice, for she left the 
shop, and from that instant Pietersen 
found himself pursued by some raper- 
natural and malovolent power. All his 
New Year's cakes turned stale and 
roolily before morning, bo lost his skill 
as a baker, all his dough was eo light 
that it flew up the chimney or ao heavy 
that it fell through the oven, his jour- 
neymen robbed him, his wifo developed 
a critical disposition mid a tongue hung 
in the middlo, his children went wild, 
and his trudo went elsewhere. Fow men 
could havo fought against such a com- 
bination of misfortunes, but Pietersen 
had money laid by, and Pietersen was 
tho most obstinate and phlegmatic of 
Dutchmen. So lio kept his shop open 
though nobody came to buy, aud the 
scnut, ill made and ill baked stock be 
was tiblo to provido for it molded on 
his hands. 

During thrco years, on each succes- 
sive New Year's eve, tho old woman 
reappeared in Jau Piotorseu's melan- 
choly shop, demanding tho thirteenth 
cooky. Each time sho was sent anew to 
the devil. Jau Pietersen was no fool. 
He could kco as far into a millstone us 
any man in tho New Netherlands. Al- 
most from the first ho had been con- 
vinced of the connection between his 
refusal to count 115 to tho dozen and his 
misfortunes. But he would not violate 
his lifo creed: "A dozen is a dozen. A 
man lias dono his whole duty toward 
God aud towaril his neighbor when he 
lias kept strictly to the letter of tho 
law." But at last, when his savings 
wero all gone, he broko down and ap- 
pealed to St. Nicholas to help him. In- 
stantly tho venerable guardian of all 
gonil Hollanders appeared. Tho saint 
•sternly rebuked the trembling bakor for 
tho hard narrowness aud self righteous- 
ness that hud given the foul fiend pow- 
er over him, admonished him to bo 
more careful in tho future, and con- 
cluded by promising him one more 
chance to redeem himself. The saint de- 
parted. In walked the old womau with 
her demand for tho extra cooky to mako 
up her dozen. It was handed to her, 
and she vanished, crying: "The spell 
is broken; from this time on 18 is a 
dozen." Jan Pietersen never forgot his 
lesson. Through a long and prosperous 
career ho always gave 13 to the dozen 
and ascribod his success to that prac- 
tice. So his custom became tho custom 
of his trade, and 18 was tho "baker's 
dozen." — Rochester Democrat and 
Chronicle.

finer clasB of linen fabrics, one of the 
most profitable industries of this prov- 
ince in the near future. I am aware that 
many will say wo have bucd. a small 
population our home consumption would 
to insignificant, and we cannot compete 
with old established linen goods manu- 
factures in the marketB of the world. 
For the information of such I would 
stito as a matter of fact we do not re- 
quire to compete with foreign manufac- 
tures in outside markets, at all events 
until we have supplied the requirements 
of our own. "What are the facte,? In 
the present condition of our British Col- 
umbia fisheries (practically undeveloped) 
we import ropes, twines and other 
fishing gear, manufactured from 
flax productB, annuallv to the value 
of between .^OO.OCO ' and $300,COO, 
to say nothing of what iB ex- 
pended on the finer qualities of 
linen goods used in the household and 
for personal wear. From this it will be 
observed that wo have no inconsiderable 
home market awaiting exploitation, and 
in connection with present requirements 
if we consider the rapid development of 
the deeo sea fisheries, of the West Coast, 
that will doubtless occur in the not dis- 
tant future, the above amount multi- 
plied several, times will be required to 
supply our own requirements. The 
question then arises, shall we make an 
effort to prevent the constant drain upon 
our resources from this cause, and at the 
same time preserve the home market for 
our own people and assist in the devel- 
opment of our agricultural resources by 
encouraging the production of the raw 
material, retaining a very large sum of 
money hero in the province that will 
immensely benefit all classes, or iB it 
best to continue the present order of 
things; Bay our fisheries produce so 
many millions in value annually, but 
expend a very considerable proportion 
of that Bum in purchasing from abroad 
the supplies that can and ought to be 
produced at home. 

Having demonstrated the fact, that 
thero is a most valuable home market 
ready to be occupied, it would perhaps 
be in order to show that the raw materi- 
al of superior quality can be profitably 
produced here in British Columbia, and 
that our soil and climate are particularly 
adapted to llax: culture, and our water to 
some of the most important processes of 
manufacture. 

While the writer does not wish to as 
eume that he was the first person to take 
up flax culture in British Columbia, yet 
he can truthfully state that many years 
ago, when first settled on his present 
location, he was convinced flax would 
thrive here (having had some little ex- 
perience with it both in England and 
also in Eastern Canada). Hence he un- 
dertook a series of experiments, that 
have been eminently successful, estab- 
lishing the fact that the fibre produced 
here ia of a very superior quality; the 
staple is long and' exqnsitely fine and 
silk-like when properly rolled and 
dressed. The crop is not difficult to 
grow, and while there is a great amount 
of labor necessary in connection with its 
proper manipulation, unlike grain- 
growing there is no expense attached 
thereto, such for instance as for sacks, 
threshing, etc. It is, to put it in a few 
words, eminently a poor man's crop, 
and, aB is well known, the majority of 
our farmora are poor ; and once tlio in- 
dustry is introduced and established, I 
believe the production of flax will prove 
a veritable mortgage-lifter as woll as a 
factor in promoting the clearing, settle- 
ment and development of the timber 
districts, and of those districts that are 
remote from markets, for the reason that 
the llax plant will llouriah in new soil 
with little cultivation. Such soil will be 
generally free (rorn weeds, and almost in- 
variably the surface will be rich and 
friable. The returns would be from one 
and a quarter to three tons per acie. 
Tin! crop matures in from ninety to one 
hundred and five days, and except for 
the small expense incurred for the seed, 
no further expenditure is necessary to 
deliver the crop to the scutching mill, as 
noted above. Unlike grain growing, the 
fanner and his family can perform nil 
the labor themselves, and hence what- 
ever profit there is in flax culture the 
farmer will receive it. Another thing, 
when the crop is ready, it is at a time of 
the year when the roads are at their 
best, and the necessity for hauling over 
bad roads is avoided, and as llax is a cash 
crop in countries where grown, the mar- 
keting of it will place money at the dis- 
posal of the farmers at a time of year 
when it is most necessary. According 
to the experience of the writer the value 
of the crop would be from $20 to $00 per 
aero on the average. This is, of com so, 
for the straw just as it is pulled and

dried. Should the industry become de 
veloped to the extent that the farmers 
will do the retting and ecutching at 
home, the product would be much more 
profitable, as it requires a great amount 
of manipulation to prepare the fibre for 
manufacture, and this is labor that can 
be done at any time, indoors, when other 
work is laid by. The scutched flax iB 
worth from $150 to $400 per ton, and be- 
sides the fibre there is the value of the 
seed, from $5 to $15 per acre, additional. 

It is said by some that flax culture 
impoverishes the soil. In the experi- 
ence of the writer the impoverishment 
of the soil iB not greater from a crop of 
flax than from a crop of oats. It is a 
well known fact it is the effort of the 
plant to ODen itB seed that drawB so 
heavily on the fertility of the soil, in the 
case of flax grown for fibre, the seed is 
not allowed to fully mature, hence the 
reason. 

Some yearB after the writer com- 
menced liia experiments the United 
StateB government inaugurated a system 
of experiments in flax culture in the 
State ot Washington, some few miles 
distant, the results of which have re- 
cently been published in the report of 
special agent Charles R. Dodge, of the 
experiments conducted at the Barbour 
mills, at Lisburn, in Ireland. A ton of 
flax straw grown in the State of Wash- 
ington in 1895 was sent to Ireland for 
experimentil purposes. The experi- 
ments, according to Mr. Dodge's report, 
developed the fact that for flax culture 
the Puget Sound region is the equal in 
climate of Eome of the best flax-pro- 
ducing regions of Europe. The superior 
quality ot Btraw produced, which re- 
sembled the straw of the famous Court- 
rai region of Belgium, attracted the at- 
tention of the Barbours, resulting in this 
firm undertaking the retting experiment 
in Ireland at their own expense. 

With the Barbour report was received 
a large series of flax, the best scutched 
fibre of which is valued by them at $1330 
per ton. Out of this lot, however, flax 
was hackled that is worth one shilling 
per pound, or about $5C:> per ton. There 
is no doubt that a better quality of straw 
can bo produced in this region, with ex- 
oerience, than that produced in the 
United States department of agriculture 
experiment, as, according to the report, 
they only sowed from one and 
a half to two bushels of seed per acre, 
while our best results have been obtain- 
ed from sowing at least three bushels of 
seed per acre. Another fact that would 
militate somewhat against the value of 
the United Sfitos experiment was, al- 
lowing the seed to ripen, it appoars that 
from between seven and eight tons of 
fibre they obtained seventy bushels of 
saleable seed. 

The Messrs. Barljur's report closes 
with this strong statement: "If the 
flax is grown and manipulated under 
proper conditions, and by people who 
thoroughly understand the business, we 
aro convinced that the cultivation would 
be of the greatest importance to this 
country, ami in a short time would rival 
the great Belgian region of Courtrai." 
Please note Messrs. Barbour does not 
mention manufacture, they do not de- 
sire anything but the raw material. 

While the writer may, at some future 
time, enlarge on this matter from an- 
other point of view, in closing he would 
emphasize this point, all the facts ad- 
vanced and referred to in the above ex- 
tracts from the report, apply with equal 
force and weight to British Columbia 
Hence if we would take advantage of 
our opportunities, and derive all the 
advantage we should from the privi- 
leges and facilities our province Iuib 
been so lavishly endowed with by 
nature, it is essentially necessary that 
the question of supplying the require- 
ments of our fisheries with twines and 
gear manufactured from home-grown 
materials, should be taken up and dealt 
with.
